Sher 
man of Ohio controls the finance com 
mittee of the senate, Lodge, the author 
of the force bill, and Gorman, one o 
the most determined opponents of th< 
measure, have buried the hatchet and 
work together harmoniously in the 
senate to repeal the Sherman act, anc 
116 Democrats and 111 Republicans 
fused in the house of representatives 
to defeat Eland's free coinage amend 
ment. 


Old party lines are being obliterated 


in and out of congress and a new party 
alignment is being made on the flnan 
cial question, which all concede to be 
the paramount issue of the day. An 
effort will doubtless be made to restore 
the old party lines when the tariff 
question comes up to delude the pub- 
lic again, but it will fail, as all the peo 
pie cannot be foolnd all the time 


The contest for supremacy in the 


next congress should be well deflnet 
and only cowardice or treachery wil. 
prevent its being so. A free coinag 
ticket should be nominated in every 
congressional district, and let the sin- 
gle standard men meet it if they dare 
All other national issues should be 
eliminated from the party platforms 
until the question whether silver shaL 
be remonetized or the single gold 
standard adopted shall be settled by a 
free ballot and fair count at the polls. 


FZ.AIN TALK. 


Whatever else may be said against 


the Populists they cannot be justly ac- 
cused of double dealing in politics 
Their principles are expressed in such 
plain language that none can mis- 
understand them. Their platforms' are 
not made to catch gulls and are not 
susceptible of two interpretations, one 
to suit the gold men and the other to 
suit the silver men In Iowa they de- 
clare that the one overshadowing, all- 
absorbing issue before the American 
people is whether debtors of the United 
States shall be allowed to pay their 
debts in the money of the constitution 
or whether their homes shall be con- 
fiscated for the benefit of pirates. 
They further assert that there are only 
two parties, the People's party, which 
advocates free coinage and upholds tue 
money of the constitution, and the 
Gold party, which is endeavoring to 
completely demonetize silver. 


Those declarations are as plain and 


truthful as they are emphatic. It can- 
not be denied that a determined effort 
is being made to adopt the single gold 
standard, though the constitution 
recognizes gold and silver as the money 
of the United States, to compel debtors 
to cancel their obligations in the dear- 
est and scarcest money. Neither can 
it be disputed that the financial ques- 
tion is the overshadowing issue of the 
day, and the proceedings of conjrress 
prove conclusively that there are only 
two parties, the Silver men and 1 he 
Goldites.

SENATE PROCEEDINGS. 


Wolcott Presents a Petition and Offers 


a Resolution. 


WASHINGTON, September 7.—In the 


senate Wolcott of Colorado presented 
a petition which he said was signed by 
every business man in Durango, Colo 
rado, praying for the repeal of the Me 
Kinley bill. He said the petition was 
on a blank form sent out by banks for 
the repeal of the Sherman act, but thi 
petitioners had erased the " purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act" and in 
sorted "McKinley bill." This state 
ment elicited laughter among Republi 
can senators. 


Wolcott also submitted a resolution 


directing the secretary of the treasury 
to inf orm the senate what sums hac 
been paid as bounties on maple sugar 
under the law of October 4,1890, since 
the passage of the act, and showing the 
states in which the payment was made 


Gallinger (Rep.) suggested that the 


resolution be modified to include all 
sugars. 


Wolcott replied in an arcimonious 


tone that he was able to prepare his 
own resolutions. [Laughter.] The reso- 
lution was agreed to. 


White (Dem. of California) submitted 


a resolution directing the secretary o1 
the treasury to inform the senate to 
what extent the appropriation hereto- 
fore made for the enforcement of the 
Chinese exclusion act had been ex 
pended and what portion of the funds 
are now available, and whether, in his 
opinion, further appropriations were 
necessary to carry out the provisions 
of the bill, and what amount would be 
required for the current fiscal year for 
;hat act. Agreed to. 


Shoup, senator of Idaho, gave notice 


;hat he would address the senate on 
the repeal bill on Wednesday. 


Voorhees moved that the repeal bill 


be taken up. Agreed to after Morgan, 
Democrat of Alabama, had said he in- 
tended to call up his resolution creat- 
ing a joint select committee on finance, 
but found it on the calendar and could 
not get it up without a vote of the sen- 
ate, whi'sh he did not wish to take for 
;he purpose of antagonizing the motion 
of the chairman of the finance commit- 
tee. He said Voorhees and himself had

motion to-day. 


A GOOD SUGGESTION.

WASHINGTON, September 6.—At the 


session of the Pan-American Medical 
Congress this morning a resolution was 
adopted requesting the Imperial Secre- 
tary of Great Britain for India to use 
every means in his power to suppress 
cholera at its fountain head in that 
3ountry, without fear of the Moham- 
medans. It is believed by the congress 
ihat this would be the most effective 
means of stamping out the dread 
scourge. 


It was further resolved that the ex- 


ecutive committee of the congress 
hould remain in continuous session to 
ook after matters pertaining to inter- 
national quarantine. 


The paper of the day was read by 


Dr. Bafael Lavisti of Mexico. His topic 
was "Acute Gangrene." 


The afternoon session was largely 
levoted to a paper by Dr. Bayard 
lolmes of Chicago on medical educa- 
,ion. 


Dr. Pepper of Pennsylvania, presi- 
lent of the congress, delivered an ad-

This afternoon President Cleveland 


gave a reception to the delegates and 
adiea accompanying them in the East 
room of the White House.

His Carriage Driven by Naphtha. 


C. L. Simonds of Lynn has made a 


steam carriage for his own use. that will 
make 10 miles an hour. The carriage 
weighs only 400 pounds and can carry 
:wo persons at a time. It has the ap- 
pearance of an ordinary carriage in 
front, except there are no provisions 
made for alaorse. The wheels are of cy- 
cle make and are four in number. The 
lind wheels are 48 inches, r.nd the front 
wheels are 36 inches, with lubber tires. 
The boiler and engine are just in the 
rear of the seat and gi. o the carriage the 
appearance of a fire engine. The steaai 
generates in what is called a porcupine 
xDiler, which weighs 100 Bounds. The 
steam is made by naphtha flames from 
ibreejets. The naphtha is kept in a Bi- 
nder, enough to last for seven hours, 
and there is a water tank that wi31 hold 
10 gallons. The steering part consists 
of a crank wheel on the footboard, so 
ihat the engineer can steer and attend to 
;he engine at the same time.—Boston

away off in a secluded spot, had 


rested himself against a tree that he 
might feast his eyes on bis little loves, 
brought tears to rny eyes which I could 
not restrain had I wanted. There were 
six of us in tho crowd, and \ve all found 
great lumps gathering in our throats and 
mist coming before our eyes which al- 
most blinded us. 


Wo stood looking at him for sorue 


time. I was thinking of the wife and 
baby I had left at home and wondering 
how soon, in the mercy of God, she 
would be left a widow and my baby boy 
fatherless. 
"We looked at each other and 


instinctively seemed to understand one 
another's thoughts. Not a word was 
spoken, but we dug a grave and laid the 
poor fellow to rest with his children^ 
picture clasped over his heart. Over his 
grave on the tree against which he was 
sitting I inscribed the words: "Some- 
body's Father. July 8,1803."—Blue and 
Gray. 


Exploded Traditions at Old Tale. 


Both South college and the Athenseum 


have their now blasted traditions. As 
to the former, it has been alleged in New 
Haven—and at least one'prominent ar- 
chaeologist has indorsed the story—that 
about the time the college was built 
there was a mysterious hiatus of grave- 
stones in tho old cemetery on the New 
Haven green. The tradition then averred 
that these stones had been built into tho 
fireplaces of South college, where they 
would be found when the structure was 
pulled down. Here was the fine hint for 
a college ghost &tory, based on a spectral 
apparition of the affronted owner of one 
of the stones, but, if ever penned, it is 
outlawed now by the discovery that 
every fireplace in Old South was of sim- 
ple brick. 


Then, again, President Stiles' diary 


notes the confession of a student that he 
had stolen the college Bible, dropped it 
between the courses of mason work dur- 
ing the building of the Athenaeum (1763), 
and that there the sacred volume had 
been bricked up—a myth proved so now 
by the fall of the Athenseum's walls 
without the filched Bible's reappearance.

A Famous Steamboat Bap*. 


The famous race between the Haani- 


bal Pity and the Ocean Spray occurred 
in 1899. Prior to this race the Ocean 
Spray had splendid records. The race 
was from St. Louis to Keoknk. The 
early part of the race was very close, 
and the excitement was intense. "When 
nearing BisseU's point, the Ocean Spray 
found the Hannibal City pausing her. 
The mate on the Ocean Spray, one Davis, 
becoming desperate, ordered the head of 
a barrel of turpentine to be knocked in. 
His men were then ordered to dip the 
wood in tliid turpentine before putting 
it in the furnace, the object being to 
quickly increase the steam pressure. 
The Ocean Spray -was supposed to carry 
only ICO pounilb of bleam, but Davis 
lbor_hr that by "i/uitirg another nigger 
on tve t>aCi ty valve" be could run the 
pretsum uii 10 CCO puuuds aiiu distance 
bis iivi.l. Iu carrying the dripping T.-cod 
to tho furnace the tiv.uk b jcaiao oat 
rated with turpentine, which caught fire 
from the open turnace. The flames quick- 
ly reached the barrel. An attempt was 
made to throw the barrel overboard, but 
it exploded, tvnd the burning oil being 
scattered sill around the boat was soon a 
mass of flames. 
Scott Matson was captain on the Han- 


nibal City, He was a brave and gener- 
ous man, and in this instance these two 
qualities made his name famous. Not- 
withstanding the imminent danger, he 
ran his boat alongside the burning one 
and rescued every person on board. Da- 
vis, the mate of the burned boat, was 
afterward convicted and sent to the peni- 
tentiary for such gross violation of the 
rules of safety. He was later pardoned.

RULES AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp p. M, 
Dial clock indicates the time each 
starts. 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle. Bugle 
calls tho horses to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely five minute* 
after the saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others imvlng 
care of the animal, that do not send the horse 
out promptly at post signal will be fined. 


Nominations to all stakes must he made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 1893. 


Entries for the running purses must be 
made two days preceding the race, before 0 
o'clock l1, M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before the race at 6 p. II. 


Horses entered in nurses can only be drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age and sex of the horse, and the 
weight and colors of the rider must be given. 
After a horse has run once at the meeting, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to be 
carried at the race in sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may be declared off by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all hones 
that have won prior to September lit shall 
carry five pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and mnst 
bo paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Where there is more than one entry by one 
person, or In one Interest, the particular 
horse they are to start must be named by 0 
r. 11. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


AU Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of 60, 30 and 10 per cent. 


AU Trotting and Pacing races ar» the best 
three in five, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to bold a 
less number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of tha 
purse, which shall be divided pro rota. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable: and in 
ail three in five races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heat* 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required uumber of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided as follows 
60% to the first and 83% to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused/ 


Eve>y person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these conditions, accept* the decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rules to 
overn trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
orse Association rules to govern all running 
races where they do not conflict with these 
conditions.
